1. ACTING SCICOUS VISITED DR. MIYAJIMA JUNE 2 TO DISCUSS 
PLACES HE WANTS TO VISIT AND TIMING. TIMING OFVISIT AND 
NUMBER OF DAYS MIYAJIMA WILL HAVEARE NOT YET SET, BUT GENERAL 
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SCHEDULE IS THAT HE WILL ARRIVE IN US DURING WEEKEND OF JUNE 
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21 AND LEAVE JULY 3 OR 4. SITES MIYAJIMA WOULD LIKE TO VISIT 
ARE CENTERED AROUND SAN FRANCISCO, WASHINGTON D.C., AND 
CHICAGO AND WOULD REQUIRE AT LEAST ONE DAY IN EACH PLACE. 

TRIP MIGHT BE ARRANGED IN THAT MEETING IN CHICAGO. IN 
GENERAL, MIYAJIMA WOULD PREFER SPENDING MORE TIME AT SITES 
LISTED BELOW TO TRYING TO VISIT MORE SITES. 

2. IN WASHINGTON D.C. AREA. MIYAJIMA WOULD LIKE APPOINTMENT 
WITH DR. DIXY LEE RAY, ASST SEC OF OES. HE WOULD ALSO LIKE TO 
VISIT ERDA AND NRC HEADQUARTERS FOR DISCUSSIONS WITH AS MANY AS 
FEAEIBLE OF FOLLOWING OFFICIALS: SIEVERING, FRIEDMAN, AND HEL- 
FRICH ON US-JAPAN COOPERATIVE SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY IN 
GENERAL; TEEM ON GEOTHERMAL ENERGY; HIRSCH ON CONTROLLED 
THERMONUCLEAR RESEARCH; THORNE (AND NEMZEK) ON NUCLEAR ENERGY; 
AND LIVERMAN ON ENVIRONMENT AND SAFETY. AT NRC, HE SHOULD 
MEET BROWN OF OFFICE OF INTERNATIONAL PROGRAMS, KOUTS OF OFFICE 
OF NUCLEAR REGULATORY RESEARCH, AND CASA OF OFFICE OF NUCLEAR 
REACTOR REGULATIN. MIYAJIMA WOULD ALSO LIKE TO MEET DR. H. 
STANLEY BENNETT, CHAIRMAN OF US-JAPANN COOPERATIVE PROGRAM IN 
SCIENCE, AT UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA IN CHAPEL HILL. 

3. IN CHICAGO AREA, MIYAJIMA WOULD LIKE TO V SIT ARGONNE 
NATIONAL LABORATORY (TO DISCUSS AND OBSERVE OVERALL SCIENTI- 
FIC SCOPE OF WORK); PARTICLE ACCELERATOR IN BATAVIA, ILLINOIS; 

AND ONE COMMERCIAL NUCLEAR FACILITY SUCH AS A COMMON- 
WEALTH EDISON NUCLEAR POLANT IN VICINITY OF CHICAGO. 

4. IN SAN FRANCISCO AREA, MIYAJIMA WOULD LIKE TO VISIT UNIVER- 
SITY OF CALIFORNIA AT BERKELY AND LAWRENCE LIVERMORE LABOR 
ATORIES. AT BERKELEY, HE WOULD LIKE TO MEET DR. GLENN SEABORG. 

HE WOULD ALSO LIKE TO VISIT FUSION LAB. OF LLL PLUS OTHER 
ACTIVITIES REPRESENTATIVE OF SCOPE OF LAB RESPONSIBILITY. 

5. DR. NAKAI HAS INDICATED THAT HE IN INTERESTED IN FIELDS OF 
ENVIRONMENT AND HEALTH AND THAT HE WANTS TO MEET PEOPLE RATHER 
THAN VISIT LABORATORIES. EMBASSY HAS RECOMMENDED TO NAKAI 
THAT HE SEE HEADS OF US-JAPAN COOPERATIVE SCINCE PROGRAMS AS 
FOLLOWS (ALL N WASHINGTON DC AREA): DR. FRANK J. RAUSCHER, 

DIRECTOR OF NATIONAL CANCER INSTITUTE; DR. ALEXANDER M. SCHMIDT. 
COMMISSIONER OF FDA; DR. FITZHUGH GREEN OF EPA; AND DR. ROBERT 
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5. STONE, DIRECTOR OF NIH; AND (IN NEW YORK CITY) DR. IVAN 
L. BENNETT, DEAN OF MDICAL SCHOOL, NEW YORK UNIVERSITY 
MEDICAL CENTER. EMBASSY HOPES TO RECEIVE MORE DEFINITE WORD 
FROM NAKAI AFTER HE CONFERS WITH MIYAJIMA IN NEXT FEW DAYS. 

6. INFORMATION ON PLACES DR. OKITA WOULD LIKE TO VISIT SHOULD 
BE AVAILABLE JUNE 3. HOWEVER, JULY 1 IS ONLY DAY HE WILL BE 
FREE. VISITS WILL PROBABLY HAVE TO BE IN CHICAGO AREA. 
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
